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NOTE 


The String Quartet by Jerzy Fitelberg [.Elizabeth 
Sprague Coolidge Prize, 1936], the String Quartet 
by Roger Sessions, the Concerto by Carlos Chavez, 
and the Introduction and Allegro by Nicolai 
Berezowsky are played for the first time in public. 

All compositions by Paul Hindemith, excepting 
the Sonata for viola alone, are performed for the 
first time in the United States. 

With permission of the late Sir Edward Elgar, 
Keeper of the King's Musick, the Sinfonia by 
Alessandro Scarlatti is performed after the original 
manuscript in the King's Library, now on perma¬ 
nent loan in the British Museum.
